Here’s how reading to children 
can be more fun for everyone 


The main thing is to make it enjoyable. Children don’t 
have to sit rigidly at attention while you’re reading to them. 
They can absorb a story just as well while modeling clay, 
drawing, or building model airplanes. 

If children get bored with one story, be ready to switch 
to another. Don’t be afraid of repeating the same story if 
children like it; psychologists have found that repetition is 
an important part of the learning process. 

Let the children interrupt and take time out to ask ques- 
tions or tell about their own experiences. Invite discussion 
and let it run its course. But don’t insist on it; don’t end all 
reading with a test. 

Make sure you thoroughly understand the story yourself. 
Don’t dramatize and don’t put on airs. Use a natural voice. 
Don’t go over the children’s heads or make fun of things 
they take seriously. Let the children do some of the reading 
aloud, too, when the text is within their range. 

Make the reading session an accepted part of the house- 
hold routine. Don’t be afraid to skip an evening now and 
then, but try to establish the reading habit. 

Keep a list of books you read. This gives children a sense 
of accomplishment. Use reading to prepare the children for 
summer vacations, travel, or school, and relate incidents in 
the stories to the children’s lives. Your local library can sup- 
ply lists of books that children of various ages are most like- 
ly to enjoy.

Put your garden hose to work 
for winter fire protection 


| oe of just leaving your garden hose stored away in the 
garage until next summer, bring it into the house and store 
it under the kitchen or bathroom sink to use for a fire hose. 
Fix a quick-attaching faucet adapter (available commercial- 
ly) to the hose to make it ready for almost instant use. It 
will be more effective than an extinguisher. 

If you have hoses for both the front and back outside 
faucets on your house, or sections of extension hose, you can 
provide protection at both the kitchen and bath and pos- 
sibly in the basement laundry, too. A tag with emergency 
instructions, such as the phone number of the fire depart- 
ment, can be attached to help when you must act fast. 

Since open stairways provide a perfect flue for fires, oc- 
cupants of upstairs rooms could be trapped. Smoke and 
other gases always rise, so these people must get out quick- 
ly before they are overcome. 

Your garden hose can serve as an escape line for second 
floor bedrooms. Keep it coiled under the bed or on the closet 
floor. Lf you have to let yourself or others out of a window, 
tie one end around the leg of a bed or other heavy furniture 
and drop the other end out to the ground. 


Here are effortless exercises 
you can do while resting 


‘Dhate are few muscles you can’t exercise while sitting 
down. To exercise and relax leg muscles, for instance, simply 
stretch out your legs and push your heels forward one at a 
time as far as they will go. Then push both heels forward at 
the same time. 

To give your thigh muscles a workout, press your knees 
together and hold them that way for a minute. Then relax 
the tension slowly. 

To exercise your chest muscles, press the palms of your 
hands together in your lap. The pressure should be on the 
outer edges of the palms. 

Exercise your shoulder blades by placing your elbows 
close to your sides and pulling down on them. As you do 
this, stretch your neck muscles by lifting your head. 

An effective way to relax your chest muscles is to inter- 
lace the fingers of both hands, turn the palms outward, and 
extend them as far as possible in front of you. Keeping your 
fingers interlocked and your elbows straight, raise your 
arms over your head and slowly let them down. 

There are other muscle stretchers that will tone your 
muscles while preparing you for sleep. Lie on your back 
with both arms resting on the bed above your head. Then 
push your right leg downward heel first and your right arm 
upward with the hand bent back as far as possible. Stretch 
the left side the same way. And if you still don’t feel your- 
self dozing off to sleep, try stretching both sides simul- 
taneously. 

If you prefer to lie on your stomach, hold your arms above 
your head and press your forehead against the mattress. 
Then lift your chest slowly from the bed and let it down 
again. Next tilt your head back as far as possible and move 
it from side to side. This is a sound way for relieving back- 
ache, as well as for promoting sound sleep.

Now’s the time to line up 
an interesting summer job 


Pom Maine to Hawaii, there are 5,000 work-and-fun jobs 
in the Park Service (mostly for men) and with concession- 
aires (men and women). The jobs for men (minimum age 18) 
include work on trail and maintenance crews and in fire con- 
trol; they demand top condition. Pay varies with the locali- 
ty. Young men over 21, and a few young women with train- 
ing in the natural sciences, can also work as summer park 
rangers, for about $350 a month. 

Hotels, lodges, and restaurants in national parks are op- 
erated by concessionaires who recruit their own employees. 
They need 18-year-olds and over to guide, cook, wait on 
tables, assist in nursing, and pump gas in service stations. 

Competition for park jobs is heavy, so applications should 
go in early (January 15 to March 1). A free pamphlet covers 
both the government and concessionaires’ openings; it’s 
“Summer Employment in Areas Administered by the Na- 
tional Park Service,’ obtainable from the National Park 
Service, Washington 25, D.C. 

The U.S. Forest Service offers about 2,500 summer jobs 
in the West to physically fit men over 18; preference goes to 
those with farm-ranch experience. In Forest Service areas, 
apply in person; elsewhere, write the Regional Forester in 
the area of your choice. Regional offices are listed in a free 
pamphlet, ‘A Summer Job with the U.S. Forest Service,” 
obtainable from the Department of Agriculture. 

The nation’s biggest amusement park, Freedomland in 
New York City, employs about 2,000 college-age persons 
each summer. Ride operators earn from $72 to $80 for a 40- 
hour week. Other jobs in security and maintenance pay 
more. Park employees must be over 18, but restaurants and 
exhibitors employ some from 16 to 18. For details, write 
Clayton Mosher, Freedomland, 3000 Baychester Ave., 
Bronx 69, New York, before March 31. 

Another pamphlet, “Summer Employment in Federal 
Agencies,”’ may be obtained for 15 cents from Superintend- 
ent of Documents, Washington 25, D.C. Listing some open- 
ings for typists and stenographers, it emphasizes employ- 
ment in professional and technical fields. The Smithsonian 
Institute, for example, seeks college men majoring in archae- 
ology, while the State Department needs third-year students 
in political science, economics, or business administration. 

If you’re more interested in experience and travel than in 
pay, look into volunteer assignments around the world. Jobs 
range from work in refugee children’s camps in Germany to 
construction projects in central Africa. Most offer low-cost 
transportation and paid living expenses on the foreign site. 
Send for the booklet “Invest Your Summer” (25 cents) 
from the Commission on Youth Service Projects, 475 River- 
side Drive, New York 27, New York.

Car seat belts—are they really 
worth all that fuss and bother? 


Definitely. The argument about seat belts is over. The re- 
search has been carried out with great care by such au- 
thorities as state police, insurance companies, and scientists 
at Cornell and Harvard universities. 

The facts are known: a seat belt improves not only your 
chances for survival in a bad accident but also your odds on 
coming through a minor accident unhurt. 

Indiana State troopers made a thorough study which in- 
dicates that 70 out of 100 people killed would have lived if 
they had been wearing seat belts! Young children, above 
all, need to use them. (Never drive with a child standing up 
in the front seat—-a crash stop at only 15 miles an hour can 
kill him in a split-second. 

Seat belts do far more than prevent a person from flying 
through the windshield. They hold the driver at the wheel 
where he can maintain control. They keep passengers inside 
the car when doors burst open——as a Cornell study showed 
they did 44 per cent of the time. And to top it off, seat belts 
are very relaxing to wear in a swaying automobile. 

When you buy belts, buy the best. Cheaper belts may 
look just as good, but you won’t know for sure till it’s too 
late to ask for a refund. Have them fastened securely to the 
car frame or floor, not to the seats. And wear them at all 
times—even in “harmless” city traffic.

LAST call to plan some rearranging! With the garden bare, 
you can check its outlines to see if it has the correct balance 
of shade and openness, views and privacy, and a variety 
of environments to set off a wide selection of plants. By 
wise garden planning, you can assure that all of these are 
present-even on a small suburban lot. 


Shady corners: Last summer, you probably wished for a 
shaded outdoor spot. A location such as this can add an- 
other dimension to your garden—a picturesque area with 
large trees, shade-loving plants, a lily pool, and perhaps a 
grape arbor. A good place to start would be around an exist- 
ing large tree. If you must start from scratch, invest in a 
fairly large tree. Surprisingly, if you choose wisely, they are 
quite inexpensive. Usually trees native to your area are the 
most reasonable—-exotic and dwarf kinds are the most ex- 
pensive. Don’t forget to ask how tall your tree will get; 
otherwise you might unwittingly place it where it might in- 
terfere with overhead power lines in a few years. Around 
the base of the tree, you can define a sitting area with plants, 
such as rhododendrons and laurel for the eastern parts of 
our area, or snowberry and viburnum for the western sec- 
tions. Add flowers with cool colors, especially white, such 
as phlox, Sweet William, and white hosta lilies. Close to the 
trees, plant a variety of hardy ferns. 


Saving trees: If you are planning to clear a wooded 
site of all but the largest specimen trees—-beware! I recently 
witnessed a disaster brought about by unwise use of a chain 
saw. After a friend cleared his woods, the remaining trees 
encountered conditions they never had experienced while 
growing protected in a tight forest. After only one year, his 
beautiful trees were suffering from sun scald, cracked bark 
(due to frost action), and disease. Make your clearing op- 
eration a gradual one, thinning out about a third of the 
trees each year. By this method, the trees remaining will 
acclimate themselves. If you must “‘fill’’ around a tree, 
build a ‘“‘well”’ around it and provide plenty of moisturé the 
first season to allow the tree to send out new feeder roots to 
compensate for those buried. Only a few inches of fill has 
been known to kill a tree by shutting off the air to the roots 
and lowering the water table. 


Vertical gardening: If you own a small lot, you can still 
have room for ambitious gardening. Think vertically 
make use of the air space above your property. If you don’t 
have room for either standard or dwarf fruit trees, you 
might want to try “‘espaliered”’ kinds, suitable for growing 
against walls or the side of your house. Strawberry beds can 
be built like pyramids, and a fence can be used to support 
vines. Sloping land provides the opportunity for terracing, 
offering perhaps three levels, with vegetable or flower beds 
on the levels and rock gardens on the slope.

Fasting: With doctor’s approval, a 
surprising way to learn to eat! 


The simplest way to start cutting down on 
calories is by fasting—that is, by eating 
nothing whatsoever (except water) for a pre- 
determined time. Sound difficult? Well, it’s 
surprisingly easy, even for most hearty 
eaters. 

Moreover, it’s safe. Recent experiments 


_ have shown that, under medical supervision, 
overweight men and women may actually 


benefit from moderate periods of fasting. In 
fact, evidence now points to fasting as a 
remarkably effective way to control weight 
and prolong life. 

Fasting is not a fad. It was widely prac- 
ticed in the ancient world, and its beneficial 
effects are noted in the Bible (Matthew 4:2 
and Daniel 10:3). It involves no special 
preparations, no queer foods at odd hours, 
no expense. 

A person who begins a fast is hungry when 
his first mealtime rolls around. But soon 
afterward, this usually passes. Normally, he 
experiences no real physical or mental strain. 

In fact, the people who fasted four to nine 
days in recent tests commented frequently 
on the amazing strange absence of hunger. 
They actually began to feel considerably 
better! 

One man remarked: “I feel more relaxed 
than ever before in my life.’’ At 48 hours, a 
woman volunteered that she was not half so 
hungry then as she used to be after missing 
a single meal. 

These experiments on fasting were carried 
out recently at Atlanta’s Piedmont Hos- 
pital. Nine volunteers entered the hospital 
and took no food for up to nine days. All of 
them weighed over 200 pounds at the start. 
One weighed 339. 

The four men lost an average of 2.6 
pounds a day; the five women an average of 
2.7 a day. When the fasting period was over, 
each person was placed on a 600-to-800 
calorie diet—and was happy with it. Before 
the fast, none of the subjects could have tol- 
erated so little food per day; several were 
used to eating as much in a single sitting. 

The Piedmont investigation—conducted 
by Dr. Walter Lyon Bloom, the hospital’s 
director of medical education and research 
has led to some startling conclusions about 
why many of us tend to overeat. 

“Our present preoccupation with eating 
at regular intervals has led to the miscon- 
ception that fasting is unpleasant,’ com- 
ments Doctor Bloom. 


Fasting, he says, has been shown to be 
well tolerated by the human system—pro- 
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vided that there is free access to water. 

As Dr. Bloom notes, their fasting experi- 
ence clearly impressed all the obese volun- 
teers with these facts: 

1. They could lose weight. 

2. Food definitely was the cause of their 
obesity. 

3. Their previous huge appetites had not 
been caused by genuine hunger. 

4. They had ample will power to go with- 
out food. 

5. After going for a week without any 
food, they could then find ample satisfaction 
in any sound reducing diet. 


That last point deserves further consid- 
eration. Nine months after the fast ended, 
al. patients had maintained a large part of 
their weight loss. Most had gone on to lose 
still more at home, remaining on their diets 
without trouble. 


Thus fasting helped re-educate these over- 
weight men and women to new eating hab- 
its, and convinced them they could make a 
diet stick if they really wanted to. 


Does this mean that every person who 
wants to reduce should go on a self-imposed 
fast for a week? By no means, warns Doctor 
Bloom. Such a fast should be undertaken 
only under the supervision of a physician. 
Other medical authorities consulted by Bet- 
ter Homes & Gardens concur. 


Fasting may be hazardous for people who 
have other known (or unrealized) problems 
besides overweight: anemias, heart trouble, 
liver or kidney diseases, for example. So 
medical supervision most certainly is a must. 
But, under such supervision, fasting appar- 
ently can lead to a rediscovery of will power, 
and to an effective, long-term program of 
simultaneously getting rid of excess weight 
and enjoying healthy new eating habits. 

Every day in this country, many over- 
weight persons start out, well-intentioned, 
on medically sound diets—and then quickly 
give up. They get headaches and palpita- 
tions, feel fatigued and irritable, and fear 
they’re becoming ill. 

Very often these symptoms are brought 
on by anxiety. The mind, even more than 
the body, may react against the attempt to 
kick the overeating habit. 

But the nine Atlanta volunteers found, 
through fasting, that they could conquer 
their appetites. Their experience is valid, 
and it can benefit any otherwise healthy 
person whose calories now have the upper 
hand in his life.

A handsome bathroom with 
a man’s viewpoint 


The man of the house really feels at home in this bath- 
room with materials of rugged texture. Floor is flag- 
stone, walls are cypress panelled, with a mineral wax 
finish for easy care, ‘“waterproofness.”’ 

The woman’s touch comes in with blue tile and ac- 
cessories, repeating the color accents of surrounding 
rooms in the house for continuity. 

Note that the feeling of luxury in the bath isn’t 
from a great amount of space, but from careful plan- 
ning. Lavatory cabinet has all-white doors, drawers 
and hardware, matching medicine cabinet and light. 
Counter matches tub tile, and ties in with tones of 
floor. Lack of contrasting patterns and shapes makes 
the room seem much larger than its actual dimensions. 


Lighting makes this basement 
daylight bright Right 


There’s no feeling of being banished to this cheerful 
remodeled basement. The extensive use of built-in 
lighting brightens this area at all hours; David and 
Gerry Jensen play down here by choice (and their 
parents like to join them, too). 

Built-in recessed fixtures give general over-all il- 
lumination. Spots, made from oil cans, give reading 
and game-playing brightness, make use of small 30- 
watt reflectors. Plastic panels over work desk diffuse 
daylight from small basement sash. 

Desk surface is quickly made from a slab door set 
over standard metal kitchen cabinets (they’re damp- 
proof). Drapery is just for show, adding color, pattern, 
and feeling of full-size sash. 





Trompe l|’oeil— 
fool-the-eye decorating 


Look again! The cabinet full of delightful antiques is a 
visual deception; you're really looking at a paper 
mural pasted over the cabinet doors. 

Trompe l'oeil (pronounced trahmp loy) literally 
means fool-the-eye. This decorative technique creates 
an effect of depth and space on a flat surface. 

The Romans, who painted the plaster walls of their 
villas to create illusions of architectural details, are 
credited as its creators. Renaissance artists carried 
this make-believe further, often painting drawers to 


look as though they were overflowing with jewelry, 
papers, keys, and so forth. 

Recently revived, trompe l'oeil is now usually 
painted on furniture or used in wallpaper designs.

\ are grateful for excellent medical care,’ a mother 


wrote Better Homes @ Gardens. “At least one of our children 
would have died without it. But the costs, and the fears of 
financial disaster, are appalling.’ 

Poignantly, but with great accuracy, this young woman 
summed up the experiences and feelings of many families to- 
day. Medical care has made tremendous advances in recent 
years. Many illnesses, only recently widely dreaded, like mas- 
toid infections and polio, have been significantly diminished 
by modern medicines and treatment. 

But the costs of this remarkable new health care have gone 
high, too. From 1950 to late 1960, medical costs rose 48 per 
cent—more than any other item in your cost of living, and twice as 
much as the over-all cost of living 

Marie and Alex Gregor, who live on Long Island, New York. 
need no statistics to realize that medical bills are their most 
perplexing problem in the Sixties. But they do need to know 
what they can do about it. This year’s bills probably will take 
a solid 9 per cent of their $5,500-a-year income. This is notice- 
ably more than the 5'% per cent Americans typically spend 
and that average itself is up from 3.3 per cent when the Gregors 
were married eleven years and two sons ago 

Every health service the Gregors use has gone up. Their 
hospital insurance rates jumped last year (just as they did in 
Chicago, Seattle, and a dozen other cities). Their doctor used 
to charge $3 at the office, $4 at home. Now his fees are $5 and 
$7, and if they lived on the West Coast instead of the East, 
they'd pay as much as $8 to $9 

Che price of medicines has become another concern. Those 
little capsules of antibiotic drugs generally cost 40 to 50 cents 
apiece. The Gregors appreciate their effectiveness. But even 
though they always take a sick child to the doctor immediately, 
Alex says they now tend to delay for themselves to see if they 
won't feel better the next day. It isn’t only the five dollars for 
the doctor. They’ve come to expect his prescription may cost 
$8 to $10 

These are medical costs every family must deal with. But 
for the Gregors, another, even taller hurdle still lies ahead 
Their oldest son, Alex Jr., now nine, may have a congenital 
heart condition. He already has had one set of tests that were 
supposed to cost $60. When the Gregors explained their finan- 
cial problem, however, the hospital reduced the charge to $40 

Ihe Gregors’ hospital insurance doesn’t include actual medi- 
cal care. That must be paid for separately—by the Gregors. If 
further treatment for the boy is necessary, they may have to 
ask for hospital assistance. In that case, the care—though still 
high quality—will be given by the hospital staff, not by doctors 
of their own choice 

Alex confides that this crisis comes at a time when he him- 
self is facing expensive dental work. Pyorrhea, a fairly common 
ailment of the middle years, has loosened his teeth. Most of 
them can be saved by modern “periodontia’ (gum) treat- 
ments. Those already gone will require what dentists call 
“restoration.” 

The fly in the dental ointment is that all this will cost be- 
tween $400 and $500. If Alex delays, even more “restoration” 
and still-bigger bills will be the inevitable result. 

Even the simplest health matters seem to involve large ex- 
penses, Alex says. The school authorities recently reported that

or have other on-the-job care, you 
can cut your allotment propor- 
tionately. In some areas, you may 
be able to shade the allotment, but 
in others, you may need even more 
Medical, denta], and hospital fees

We do recommend that you set 
aside your allotment for medical 
care in a separate savings account 
each month. This way you build 
up your own medical-insurance 
reserve to fill such gaps as Mrs 
Richards found 

2. Choose the most suitable medical- 
care insurance for your needs. Don’t 
expect insurance to make the high 
costs of medical care vanish. The 
price of insurance has risen with 
the cost of care. What insurance 
can do—depending on the type 
you select—1is: 1) make sure you 
get needed treatment; 2) provide 
at least a partial regular budget 
for medical cost: and 3) protect 
against the catastrophic expense 
of serious illness 


, 
; oe can choose among several 
widely used hospital insurance plans 
They pay only hospital bills, not 
doctor fees, whether for care in a 
hospital or out. You may also need 
medical insurance, too, which will pay 
doc tor fees 

[here are two general types of 
medical insurance: “service plans,” 
which pay for the actual care, and 
“indemnity plans,” which provide 
specified payments—like $65 for a 
tonsillectomy. If the doctor charges 
more (and a tonsillectomy does 
cost $75 to $90 in many areas), 
you pay the difference 

Group-practice plans, like Group 
Health Association of Puget Sound 
and Group Health of Washington, 
D.C. are service plans. They are 
sometimes sponsored by industry, 
like the Kaiser Foundation Health 
Plan in California; by a rural com- 
munity, like the Elk City, Okla- 
homa, community hospital and 
clinic; by doctors themselves, as in 
the Ross-Loos Medical Group in 
Los Angeles: by labor unions 
teaming up with credit unions and 
civic organizations, as in the new 
Community Health Association of 
Detroit 

Group-practice plans generally 
work through their own panels of 
doctors and specialists and their 
own medical centers. In a typical 
group plan, you can choose your 
physician only from those on the 
panel 

In the Gregors’ area, the Health 
Insuran e Plan ol Greater New 
York would provide all medical 
care for their family— including or- 
dinary and major illnesses, but not 
medicines, dental care, and hospital 
bills-—for $128 a vear. The Gregors 
could join HIP only as members of 
a group; some cities, however, do 
accept individual families at a 
somewhat higher rate 

[The most popular indemnity 
plans let you use any doctor These

plans pay a specified fee for each 
service included in the insurance 
Sometimes if your income is under 
a certain limit (say $6,000), the 
participating doctors agree to 
charge you only the fees named in 
the policy. 


| type of indemnity insur- 
ance, now offered by many private 
companies, is “major medical,” 
the kind the Richards family of 
Knoxville has. It insures only 
against big illnesses. For example, 
one such policy pays 80 per cent of 
the costs of an illness up to $5,000 
but nothing for any illness under 
$250. The price is $95 a year if the 
oldest member of the family is not 
over 34; $113 if between 35 and 49 
On a group basis (if available), the 
same insurance costs 30 to 35 per 
cent less 

Which medical plan is best? In 
general, those providing for ordi- 
nary as well as major illnesses seem 
safest for moderate-income families 
with children. The group-practice 
plans generally are lowest in cost, 
yet high in quality. 

But although there are 256 
group-practice plans, they still 
aren't available in many places. 
The Group Health Association of 
America, 343 South Dearborn 
Street, Chicago, will tell you if 
your town has one. Your county 
medical association can give you 
the local address. 

You can also insure dental and 
eye care. Most of the fast-growing 
new dental plans are sponsored by 
employers and employee groups. 
A number are community wide, 
sponsored by medical groups like 
Group Health of Washington, and 
dental and medical societies. A few 
are sponsored by fraternal societies

High health cost 


For example, in the Gregors’ 
area, many groups of employees 
have contracts with Group Health 
Dental Insurance, Inc. at a cost of 
$72 a year for a family. The plan 
allows such payments as $4 for a 
single-surface filling, up to $10 for 
more complicated fillings, up to 
$410 for orthodontia for children, 
and $95 to replace a missing tooth 

The big value in dental insur- 
ance is preventive care, which saves 
money as well as teeth. Cavities 
are repaired while they are still 
small and inexpensive. Premature 
loss of “‘baby teeth” is prevented, 
so major trouble is less likely later 


, ae county dental or medical 
society can tell you if there are any 
dental-insurance plans in your 
area. Or write the Division of 
Dental Resources, U.S. Public 
Health Service, Washington 25, 
D.C., for a copy of its “Digest of 
Prepaid Dental Care Plans.” 

Eye-care plans provide exams 
and glasses if desired; they are less 
numerous but are beginning to 
spread. Sponsors are usually em- 
ployers, unions, private opticians, 
and community health groups. 

3. Use community health services to 
help curb medical bills. If you ever 
run into heavy medical expenses 
you can’t handle, ask your doctor 
about free or inexpensive com- 
munity health services. Your local 
board of health also can give you a 
list of services such as 

Free immunizations are pro- 
vided for children by many health 
departments, including “‘shots’’ to 
protect against diphtheria, tetanus, 
whooping cough, smallpox, polio, 
and Asian flu; and gamma globulin 
against measles and infectious hep- 
atitis. The request can be made 
through your own doctor, or in 
some areas, directly to the board of 
health. Some county and city 
health departments have annual 
clinics to which children may be 
brought for inoculations 

Chest X rays also are avail- 
able from board-of-health ‘stations 
and local tuberculosis societies 

Orthopedic clinics are main- 
tained by a number of health 
departments. For some services, 
such as occupational therapy, you 
may be charged a moderate fee if 
you can afford it 

Child-health and maternal 
services provided in many areas by 
a special federal-state program in- 
clude prenatal care through mater- 
nal and clinics, 
nursing services for sick children 
whose families are in financial need 

Handicapped children can get 
corrective devi es 


pediatric and 


diagnoses, and 
treatment through clinics. 
Public-health nurses, avail- 
able in most communities, provide 
various services, including nursing 
in long-term illnesses. If you aren't 
eligible, for income reasons, the 
department can suggest other serv- 
ices such as the Visiting Nurse 
Association. Families who need 
home care in long-term illnesses 


also can get assistance, through 


their doctors, from the Commission 
on Chronic Illness, Baltimore 4, 
Maryland. 

Outpatient departments of 
hospitals provide treatment and 
consultation at low fees that may 
depend upon your income. The 
quality of care is good, and the old 
fears and embarrassments about 
using clinics are disappearing 
Some cities even have specialized 
eye-care or allergy centers and 
dental clinics maintained by health 
departments and dental colleges 

A veteran can get care in a 
V. A. hospital if his disability is 
service-connected—and sometimes 
even if it’s not—when his financial 
need is acute and space is available 
In emergencies, a vet can be taken 
directly to a V. A. hospital. 

More than 20,000 local vobun- 
tary organizations throughout the 
country offer help with heaxing 
problems, diabetes, arthritis, and 
mental hygiene. Your contribu- 
tions finance them; their services 
are available to you in time of 
need. In a crisis, try your local Red 
Feather organization (Community 
Chest or United Fund). It doesn’t 
give direct aid, but can tell you 
which local agencies do. 

4. Work out a plan with your doctor 
to hold the line on medicine costs. Doc- 
tors and pharmacists are becoming 
increasingly conscious of the drugs 
cost problem. Both have been 
known, when a family finds medi- 
cine expense burdensome, to make 
provision for a lower price. Some- 
times the doctor may be able to 
suggest a suitable lower-cost al- 
ternative 


Shems doctors point to unneces- 
sarily heavy use of antibiotics as 
a factor in high medical costs 
Patients often press their doctors 
for prescriptions for “miracle” 
drugs they have read about, or for 
a “shot” to relieve a cold or grippe 

But antibiotics have no effect on 
the common cold and many other 
virus infections. In fact, says one 
large medical group’s staff, overuse 
of antibiotics is a growing problem 
medically as well as financially 
Some authorities believe that, while 
the unwise use of antibiotics may 
help lower a fever, it also may 
disguise the real nature of the illness 
and hinder diagnosis. For that 
reason, you need to rely op your 
doctor’s advice in using medicines 

Many families should trim their 
expenditures for nonpres ription 
medicines and so-called “‘food sup- 
plements,”’ some of doubtful use- 
fulness. The American Medical 
Association says much money is 
being wasted on food fads, arthritis 
and other products 
frequently sold door-to-door and 
by mail 

Marie Gregor says she herself 
has wasted money in aimless “‘shot- 
gun” medication of her family. But 
now that the financial chips are 
down, she intends to get all the 
authoritative guidance she can, 
and conserve her medical budget 
for professional care

teacher salaries and an accelerated 
school building program 

To absorb the estimated $1 
million cost, Bill 2354 was intro- 
duced into the Pennsylvania House 
of Representatives. It called for a 
head tax of $5 on all citizens over 
21 in Philadelphia, a real estate tax 
increase, and an increase in the 
state subsidy to the city. Mrs. H 
Gilbert Wilson, president of the 
Home and School Council. called 
mass meetings urging support ol 
the bill through a “blitz” cam 
paign of cards and letters to state 
legislators. Parents stood on 100 
street corners to pass out special 
leaflets urging other parents to 
support the bill. Mrs. Wilson and 
others drove to Harrisburg to 
lobby for the bill 

But Bill 2354 did not pass. So the 
Home and School Council and the 
United Committee sought other 
legislation. They called more mass 
telegrams 
more letters and cards demanding 
action. Members of the Council 
had contributed $20,000, and none 
of it was going to waste 

Finally, on November 3, 1959 
action came, in a bill to permit 
Philadelphia to add two mills to 
its real estate tax for support of 
his bill brought Phil- 
adelphia $8 million.
